The Journal of the ‘the Royal Geographteal 
jSaciety publishes a map showing the routds 
[of journeys in North-Western Seichuan 
‘carried out in 1006 and 1907 by Mr W, N. 
‘ Forguason, ona of the British and’ Foreign 
Bible Bociaty’s agents stationed at: Ch'tng- |" 
tu, whose routes, starting and ending at 
Kuan Hsien, covered 625 miles of rough 
country, patt of which, 80 far as is known, 
had never previously: been traversed by 
any European. ; 
This country, lying to the west of the 
upper Min river, is oeoupied by « number 
of independent oz sami-independent trite, 
who greatly resent being deserihed ‘either 
as Fantze, i.e rebels, a term which finde 
place on some English maps, or as Mantze, 
ie, barbarians, the term usually applied to 
the tribes by the Chinese. .Tho exorcise of 
Chinese authority ie mainly confined tothe 
Mr Fer- 
guason describes the country. occupied by 
the triher as one’ of the mosf picturesque 
that he has ever traversed, Its extent is 
about 260 miles from north to south and 350 


milea from east to wart, A rough estimate |’ 


pives the size of the scattered p. pulation as 
about 4 million. . There sre several promin- 
ent peaks crowned with snow all the year 
round, wh ge gli tering tops can clearly be 
geen from Ch’éng-tu'on a fine day: Highest 
of all is a peak called by the Chineso 
Ta-chush-shan, or the ‘Great Snow Moun- 
tain,” the height of which Mr Ferguazon 
“estimates to bo at least 25,000 feat. 

Tho territory of one of the tribes, named 
Wa-shih, comes quite closa to Kuan Heian, 
but it is difficult of access, being on the 
opposite aide of the Min river, and so wild. 
in character that. the borderland is prac- 
ticdlly uninhabited. As tho traveller works 
his’ way from Kuan Haien up the left or
